A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rosenplenter (EP 0813817). 

Rosenplenter teaches a process for preparing a sugar-free hard coated chewing 
gum wherein the coating comprises sorbitol and erythritol in the amounts claimed, and 
the coating is applied 1-100 times (see entire document). The coating is applied to a 
rotating mass of cores as a sorbitol syrup containing crystalline erythritol (see entire 
patent, especially the abstract).
